I  would  h\  no 
ini'fins  eouph*  tli<‘se  two  tosother  tis  if  inf  inm- 
timr  any  moral  liki-m'sr,;  and  yot  thoreisthat 
in  eortain  featurt's  of  their  pnii-ti-Ml  history, 
hy  whieh  one  si^.'sests  tin*  other.  fi«  T  think 
will  api>ear  on  hrit'f  review. 

What  is  the  matter  witli  tlie  Jews  in  Ku.-'ift. 
ih.it  they  fire  so  enndly  treated  ?  Why  do  tlie 
(r-  rmans  so  dislike  them  V  Ami  wlmt  is  tii.- 
infitter  with  them  in  RoumanifiV  A  eomm-Mi 
inferetiee  is,  as  jjathmed  fr«>m  the  newspfii>ei  '. 
thfit  they  fire  persecuted  for  their  religion.  It 
is  true  that  in  the  p:ist  eenturies.  tlds  has  l>een 
an  element  in  the  hatred  of  Europe  fiKfiinst 
them  :  for  this  hatred  and  violence  fire  no  new 
experienee  of  the  Jews.  It  is  the  repetition  of 
thinprs  which  about  every  century  Inis  witness¬ 
ed  in  some  country  or  other  all  alonpr  the  ases. 
How  lonj;  aso  is  it.  that,  they  were  driven  out 
of  Great  Hritfiin,  with  untold  sufTerinpt  and  the 
loss  of  all  things  V  But  it  is  not  probable  t  lifit 
."elision  has  at  ]>resent  any  thiim  to  do  with  it. 
The  Jew  is  a  conservfitive.  in  his  ndiprion.  lie 
meddles  with  nobody  in  that  thiiea;  and  there 
is  at  present  no  spirit  of  perseeution  abrotid 
anywhere  in  Europe,  for  religion's  sake,  lu'o- 
vided  it  be  not  a-a'-rressive.  In  Spfiin  and  Aus¬ 
tria  where  our  .Vniericfin  Missionaries  fittaek 
the  Papal  forunilisin,  .soni''  resentment  and 
perhaiis  violence  is  oecasion]illy  nninifested. 

Some  of  the  paper.s  by  way  of  aecountinir  for 
tlie  Russian  violence,  luive  su,"?esled  that  it 
was  because  the  Jmv  wfis  tin*  smarter  nmn,  find 
sot  rich,  while  the  Hussifin  j^ot  poor;  and  that 
is  in  ft  sen.se,  trm*.  But /ime  does  tin*  ,Tew  "et 
rich  V  By  fair  honorable  productive  industry, 
>r  by  some  other  find  peculiai  method  ?  There 
is  no  mystery  fibout  it.  for  it  is  fi  thinp:  of  his¬ 
tory.  The  .T<“w  cultivates  no  land,  follows  no 
mechanicfil  or  u.seful  mfinuffieture.  He  crowds 
into  the  cities,  find  lives  by  trade.  In  Bu.ssia 
he  is  the  butcher,  the  tavern  kee)ier,  the  (hnil- 
•*r  in  clothinpr,  in  jewelry,  find  in  money.  He 
films  at  a  monojxdv  of  the  articles  in  which  he 
deals  ;  find  in  such  fi  count  i‘y  fis  Russia,  reason- 
ibly  fittains  it.  Ami  whereier  he  i-  fible  to  do 
this,  he  uses  his  power  ti>  enrich  himself  with¬ 
out  scruple  find  without  mercy.  Nor  is  this  fi 
new  tilin'^  with  him. 

Then  his  community  is  a  sejifirfite  one,  exclu¬ 
sive  and  concf'filed  from  the  rest  of  the  worhl. 
Tliere  is  no  real  mixing  or  homolo.rriziu!?  with 
other  i>eopl(*.  And  fi  writer  in  the  hist  Century 
M  aprazine,  in  review  of  fi  work  lately  published 
by  a  Christianizi'd  Jew  named  Brafnnin,  tells 
us.  tlnit  a  Hebrew  community  in  Russia  is  jin 
“  hi  hnj>‘'ri<t" — a  “  provernment  with¬ 

in  a  "overnmcnt,”  that  this  oovernment.  thoii.uh 
.strictly  within  the  Russian  law,  is  secret  and 
wholly  indeiiendeiit  of  it :  that  it  is  of  Talmudic 
Oiiprinand  authority,  wholly  desi>otie.  and  as 
exacting  and  relentless  :is  the  lni|uisition ; 
that  it  condemns  and  inir.ses  like  a  Pone;  and 
that  it  <*ireums<  ribes  find  I'egulates  the  conduct 
of  ever>  Jew  in  the  community.  'Tims  the  Jew 
is  not  an  inde]>endent  citizen  I'lirsuing  his  in¬ 
dividual  weal  in  his  own  way,  but  the  member 
'A-ixV.  pi'^anizati'  vi,  '.vlv.>.iO  iiiovements  an*  H- 
rei’t'a!  fitter  a  sv-feni  fo-.d  w.c-kino  to  ;; 

single  cad.  That  'Uid  i.>  the  aeeiimulation  of 
property.  But  how?  Not  by  pro  luctioii,  but 
by  transfer.  That  is,  the  aim  of  the  Isrin'lite 
is  to  transfer  the  pri>i>erty  of  ilu*  Russi.in  com¬ 
munity  into  his  own  juissession.  He  does  not 
do  this  by  theft,  or  robbery  and  murder.  He 
works  strictly  within  the  law.  But  lu*  accom¬ 
plishes  it  nevertheh'.ss,  .so  that  in  provinces  of 
western  Russia  it  is  sfiid,  that  while  the  Hebrew 
is  no  more  than  a  >ptfirter  to  a  third  of  t he  pop- 
ulfition,  from  two  thirds  to  thri'c  fourths  of  the 
property  is  in  his  Ininds,  and  the  process  eon- 
.sUintly  g'les  on. 

What  if  it  is?  If  he  gfiiiis  it  by  hi.s  indus¬ 
try  and  hone.sf  and  fair  sliresvdness.  who 
has  a  right  to  complain?  The*  avej-ment  is. 
that  this  is  just  what  he  does  not  do.  Mo- 
fio[)olizing  the  meat  market,  he  exacts  a  tariff 
on  all  the  mcfit  he  .sells.  Being  soh*  hotel¬ 
keeper,  he  plies  the  Russifin  apiietite  with 
his  strong  cod/.a,  till  the  victim's  wits  fire 
gone*.  Picing  trader  find  money  lender,  he 
gets  the  befu  lilleii  Russian  in  his  debt,  find 
deeper  and  ever  fieeiier  in  di'bt,  till  hi^-  credit 
is  exhausted;  then  swoops  down  upon  him  with 
the  law,  and  takes  what  he  lifi-.  His  stud\  is 
the  wcfiknesses  of  hi.s  Gentile  neighbors,  and 
•hen*  ids  fitla<*ks  fire  tmide:  and  thus  after  a 
r.erm  of  years,  by  ilegr -es  the  jiroiierty  of  ;i 
’place  lifts  chfingeil  hands.  The  Oentile  lifts 
lo.st  it.  The  Jew  has  got  it. 

To  cfirry  out  such  fin  fiim  fi.s  this,  tin*  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  Rns.-iian  is  to  be  tfiken  into  ficcoiint. 
Now  while  there  !■<  a  movement  forwfird  ami 
uinvard  in  certain  grfides  of  the  Russian  com¬ 
munity,  as  the.se  Nihilistic  disturbfinees  testi¬ 
fy,  the  grcfit  mass  of  l!.<'  Poissians  are  living 
two  hundred  ycfirs  ago.  They  have  the  ignor- 
ince,  the  sui'erstithui,  and  the  cfist  iron  im- 
progressions  of  the  former  centuries.  With 
all  northern  iifitions.  the  love  of  strong  drinks 
dominati's  them.  Hence  they  furnish  the  best 
•f  materifil  for  tin*  peeuli.ir  mode  of  Hebrew 
•perations. 

But  these  o>>er<it ion.s,  though  borne  for  fi 
time,  are  sure  to  fiecumulate  fi  reservoir  of 
wrath,  which  sooner  or  Ifiter  gets  vent  in  fin 
explosion.  And  woe  to  the  iioor  Isifielito  when 
it  eomesi  “Oiii  turn  has  eonie."  sfiys  the 
Russian.  Now  I  will  fittempt  no  sett  lenient  of 
'he  (juestioii  of  the  respective  rights  or  wrongs 
involved:  but  the  tacts  fire  worth  knowing, 
though  seare**ly  allude*!  to  in  the  juihlie 
jirinfs. 

A  volume  of  pity  ami  remonstrance  goes  iii> 
and  over  from  the  (’!iri-*tian  werhl-that  is, 
from  till*  Protestant  part  of  it.  .\nd  invitfitions 
•  ire  <*\tended  to  the  exili-s  to  eome  //*■/'<’.  And 
.movements  are  on  foot  to  settle  them  in  TeXfis 
iiid  elsewhere  on  ‘•ninnf  hiinl^.  Rut  how  long 
will  they  stay  tie  re?  Where  oti  the  face  of 
the  earth  isthe  Hi*br<'Wfi  eiiltivator  of  the  soil  V 
Bring  as  many  ;i>  you  ]de  ise.  and  juit  them 
where  you  will.tlmi’  will  b**  found  iu  the  cities, 
find  iu  the  growing  i-ities  fit  that,  find  fit  their 
old  ernplo.is.  Wln-n  I  liveil  in  Chii-figo  there 
were  acres  and  acres  of  them — whole  street-! 
.ind  sfiuares  in  their  oeeupfition  ;  yet  I  knew 
'Illy  a  single  tirin  of  them  who.se  members 
built  and  owned  the  house  they  live*!  in,  or 
‘he  shop  iu  whii*h  they  trad**il.  We  luiv*'  a 
soniewiiat  larg<*  Hebrew  community  here  in 
Ba.\  City.  One  or  two  of  tliem  live  iu  their 
)wn  houses,  wliieli  they  have  built  ;  but  no 
:nor<-.  The  Ji*wi.  h  pr>>i>erty  is  in  elotliiiig. 
certain  classes  of  dry  goods,  and  notions,  and 
in  money— prop'Tty  which  cfin  he  converted 
irid  moved.  And  when  a  imni**  comes,  as  in 
'7:1,  every  one  of  them  runs  straight  to  the 
iiank  to  demand  his  "  monish  "—thus  adding 
to  the  public*  embfirrassinent  instead  of  aiiling 
in  its  remedy. 

Vet.  would  we  shut  our  doors  against  th<*m  ? 
We  might  do  it  with  more  propriety  thfin 


again.st  the  ('hinese  hut  for  one*  thing— they 
are  not  so  num(*rous.  For  the  .Ti*w  is  more 
permanently  iinapi>roaeliable  and  exclusive 
than  i~  the  Chinaman.  And  he  is  not  alto- 
g<*th'*r  a  popular  man  /lerc  in  the  Uniti'd 
Stat<*s.  Tlie  dislike  liere  is  priiieijially  socifil 
as  yet.  His  wiiys  are  not  relislicil  in  the  gri'iit 
hotels  of  Snmmc*r  resorts,  ami  he*  is  exeludi'd, 
yet  not  witiioiit  some  juiblie  rt*m  oust  ranee. 
But  Were  eomlitioiis  tin*  same  iis  in  Russia,  it 
is  not  likely  that  his  tr»'atm<‘nt  would  be  any 
betti'i*  here  than  then*:  for  humfiii  nature  is 
pl<.*nty  till*  world  over,  fiml  wi*  have  n  gooil 
shar**  of  it.  if  we  do  forget  it. 

But  let  us  be  thanklul  tlmt  eomlitioiis  are 
not  the  same.  We  have*  not  only  room  enough, 
but  tin*  spirit  of  (*iifer)iris(*  in  this  country  is 
not  eonlinei]  to  the  Hi*bn'w.  Hi-!  bruin  l•om^*s 
in  <*ompetitii>n  with  that  of  the  Yfiiik«*e,  iiml  hi* 
fimls  it  to  be  sunieieiit  :  so  that  the  Ji*w  has  no 
monoi'oly  of  anything;  imee^sary  to  American 
lifi*.  He  may  he  fis  jieeuliar  in  his  reli.gion  fis 
In*  pleases,  and  wt*  are  a(*en'tomed  to  that. 
He  may  be  exolusiv*'  if  he  lik'  s.  as  well  as  jk*- 
eiiliar;  ami  as  long  ns  we  f«*(*l  no  iIHeomfort 
from  him  w(*  shall  not  trouble  liim.  ex(*(*!'t  it 
may  be*  by  way  of  moral  influence.  But  ex- 
i*la.siveism  will  not  be  pojiuhir  if  eharaeteriz- 
ing  bodies  of  people,  if  their  aims  Ik- aggrc*s- 
sive  find  absorbent . 

,\nd  fit  just.  Ibis  point  the  ‘Mormon  <*onn*s 
into  view.  Wliv  is  tin*  Alormoii  so  ilisliked? 
Every  hmlv  sni'posi's  it  to  be  on  iieeoiint  of 
bis  pnietiei*  of  i)olygam\  .  But  In*  was  just 
as  i*or<lially  hati**!  befor**  his  ]irfietiee  of  polyg¬ 
amy.  Ill*  is  a  nnnlerii  iii-titution,  and  the 
memory  of  living  rni'ii  (*ov('rs  his  cfireer.  His 
lirst  ‘‘stake*"  was  stin-k  in  Ghio.  But  ()hi<i 
did  not  want  him,  am!  toM  him  to  ntorr  on  : 
In*  did  move  on  to  iVrissouri,  and  Missouri 
rose  u))oii  him  with  lire  and  sword.  Yet 
neither  was  In*  a  polygfimist  in  Ohio  or  Alis- 
S'lnri.  Now  ro-.e  up  the  good  pi*o])l(*  of  Illinois 
ami  said  it  wfis  a  shame*  tlmt  fin  hoin*st.  iinliis- 
trlous,  and  simple-iiiiinled  folk  should  lx*  so 
tri*ated,  e*v<*n  if  tln*ywi*refi  little  fiiimtie*al  in 
reli.gion.  And  they  said  •‘Conn*  over  here*;  we 
hfive  Ifiiid  enough,  find  we*  will  slniw  you  how 
a  Christian  jicojile*  dirt'er  from  those  brutal 
Mi'soiirifins."  .\ml  tin*  ^rormons  l•llme*.  fiml 
sett  h*il  in  Haiii'oek  e*oiMil  y.  iiml  built  Nfeuvoo 
And  plenty  wore*  the  s*'li’-f('lii*jifitioiis  of  gixxl 
Illinois  thereat.  But  in  six  months  it  was  dis- 
eove'ro'l  that  something  wfis  Imd  whii*h  was 
not  wanteil.  Hliiiois  hml  <*iiuglit  ;i  Tarliir. 
Y(*f  tln'i'e  was  no  polygfimy  in  the  e-ase  >e(. 
What  was  it.  tln*n  ?  Wh>.  the  Arormon  was 
foiiin!  to  be  an  oh>-orhi’iil ;  ye*!  not  lilo*  tin* 
Russifin  J»'w — ill  a  epiiet,  legfil  wiiy.  H<*  wfis 
fill  fib.sorbeiit  by  o)x-n  .///•'(/'f’.s.'ion.  His  jicojile* 
we*ri*  "  the  Saints  "  of  God.  They  owned  not 
only  Illinois,  l.ut  the  i*oiintry;  fiinl  tin*  Lord 
was  going  to  give  th(*m  the  possession.  The 
Jndians,  win*  were  the  fiin*ii  nt  lsrfK*Iitt,*s,  were 
to  be*  Mormons,  ami  we*re  all  to  mari*h  through 
the  e*ountry.  with  arms,  ami  fipiiropriiite  it.  fis 
ffist  fis  the  strength  was  supplied.  Sm*h  liilk 
might  have*  ]>ass<>d  for  idh*  viiporiti'.?s  lull  that 
the  d<x*trin<'.s  wen*  put  in  i'rfielie*i*.  The  Mor¬ 
mon  was  fill  fu*tual  al)sorb(*nt !  Ainl  no  loose* 
property  ia  tin'  m  ighbetrliexul  of  Nanveio  was 
R.*e%ive*-,  x-ehaiiis,  jii'j-s.  poultry,  tools 
ami  rfiili'e*!!  .  •  *1  .,!  j.e.'ii  *■'!  iiml"!  t  In' i  luii.i

But  tlie*y  brought 
tin*  .Mormons  to  terms,  ami  sent  them  io  J>f»- 
rn'f  —now  Uifih.  Yet  then*  was  not  anv  de'e'la- 
raThm  eif  ixilygamy,  though  it  Wfi--  now  elmrg- 
ed.  But  it  was  imiigimiitly  ileiiied.  fis  ;i  Oeii- 
tile*  slfiueh*r;  llneiigh  it  did  e*n*i'p  out  tlmt  there* 
ee'er.s  fl  ".•<i>iriln(il  t'-ifn  .ti/sli'ni  "  eef  some*  sort. 

The*  tneuhle  with  the*  Alormon  is  fln3  same, 
with  or  without  ])olyg.'imy.  It  is  tlmt  In*  e*om- 
liine*s  fin  ('xelusive*  pe-ople.  Imviug  me  rehitioiis 
with  (etln*rs  thfiii  the*  right  to  plumh'r  them. 
He*  is  ail  hniii'i'him  in  imiirrio.  lunl  hi.s  iie'igli- 
be>rs  I'liiiinet  endure  him;  for  his  fiims  ami  ole- 
jeets  are  antag'oui.sti!'  to  theirs.  Nor  has  he* 
any  history  hehiiid  liim  to  give*  him  ffiveer. 
The  He'brew  is  illii.-trieeiis  by  his  origin  and 
history,  and  by  what  he*  has  deem*  for  the* 
world.  He  has  given  us  tin*  Seriptun*s  e.if  God. 
From  him  is  the  Savie)ur  eif  the  worhl,  and  the* 
e*nlight(*in'd  Christian  worhl  e*v<'r  ih*sires  lo  fe-el 
kindly  to  him,  and  to  tn*;it  him  witii  cuisidei- 
fitioii.  But  no  part  of  lh'.«  world  will  patie*iitly 
led  that  it  is  in  proi*e'ss  of  ix'ing  plundered, 
wln'tlier  it  be  Bussia,  Gi-rmany,  Roumania,  or 
theese*  United  State's.  Tin*  Hebrew  nmy  live* 
hen*  in  pefie*e  fe>r(*ve*r,  jmiviiled  lie  is  not  gi*t- 
ting  t he  e**)mniniiily  about  liim  into  liis  hfiinh, 
and  plucking  it.

Tln'se*  Unite'd  State'.s  e  fin  be'iir 
any  kind  of  )>o]>uIfitte)n  whie*li  will  e/.s.si/ai/ede* — 
be*  it  Ne'gro,  Iinlifin,  Hebre*w.  Afglmii,  oi'  Chi¬ 
nese;  ainl  sfifely  inun'otheT  to  any  huge  i*x- 
te*nt.  The*  real  eiue*stion  e*one*e*rMing  tin*  {,‘hi- 
ne*se*  is.  Will  tln-y  assimila’e*  ?  Tin*  Inxxllum 
ainl  tin*  j)i)litii*iaii  say  Ne*;  the*  philant hropisi 
ainl  the*  Christian  sfi\  Ye*s.  Rut  th*'  lioixllum 
ainl  tin*  polilleiaii  si*i*m  to  hiive*  tin*  upper  Imml 
iu  dispeisima  of  tin*  iimtle*r. 

Rytln*  way.  is  our  rmliaii  polii*y  to  be*  rt*ve*rs- 
eei  by  fippoiiitmi'iit  eef  fi  Si*er'*tfiry  e)f  tin*  fnte-- 
rior  uiifrie'inily  tei  it?

But  though  riel- 
elh'el  ley  seve'ii  hfills,  his  life  was  save*d  by  an 
Irnlifin  weeinan.  wine  rusln'ei  to  his  lereete'i'tion, 
tlnemah  partly  se*alp)*tl.  His  life  was  sme'el. 
tliough  In*  never  fully  re*i*overt'el.  But  inste'inl 
of  Imrboring  enmity,  he  Ix  e'ame  an  advoe'fite*  of 
the  B(*d  man;  ainl  at  his  own  e*o.!st,  though  a 
poor  mail,  has  publishol  this  jeaper  for  more 


than  four  years.  He  was  at  his  death  on  tlie 
Government  Commission  to  settle  with  tin* 
Utes,  and  had  just  spent  a  yexir  or  so  in  that 
most  e'xposed  and  diflieult  work.  Colorinlo 
said  ‘‘The  Indian  must  go.  We  want,  and 
will  have,  tln'ir  lands."  But  the  Indian  is  not 
siitistied  with  his  new  loeatioii,  and  there  may 
he*  another  Ute  war,  esieee*i;illy  if  the  ease  be 
jeiit  into  unfrie*ndly  liiinds.  Is  it  met  time  that 
Indian  wars  were  aleolishe'd  ?  Unless  I  am 
vfistly  mistaki'n.  their  abolition  rests  mostly 
with  us.

Sharo/i  Tnrnrr's  hyieothi'sis  has  -oem*  lelausibili- 
ty.  that  the  world  i-  a  niir.-ery  of  leeieeg.-  wliie.li  are 
to  be  trans])lanted  to  otln'r  '.vorbls.  Rut  tliat 
would  met  sidlieieiitly  explain  i rregubu  it ii*s  in  tie*) 
period  of  lift'  ;  tiei'  early  dissolnt ioee  of  ilie  larger 
proportion  of  tbosewlio  eire  liorri ;  ami  if  soshortu 
time' was -nllieient,  tle'ii  why  tin*  eontieniance  of 
any  lo  olii  agt*. 

Tin'll  as  to  /itiiii  of  tiui/i/  is  it  siiti.sf.'ielory  to  .say 
that  it  is  iirojihi/liictic,  and  intended  to  put  u.g  on 
our  guard  against  wliat  is  tmrtful  ?  What  then  as 
to  jiain  A’hen  it  lias  become  inveterate  by  the  a.s- 
condeney  of  disease,  and  so  remains  to  tho  end  of 
life  ?  Or  if  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  ferobation,  whal 
proportion  is  there  Ixitweeii  tlie  pain  inllicti'd  and 
the  wrong  doing  wliieli  iqeon  tliis  tlieory  may  be 
supieosed  to  lee  tlie  cause  of  such  inllicliou  ?

to  lei'ing  dcfeatcil  by  the  contiiigeiicii's  of  tin*  jeri'S- 
ent  lei'ii'f  existi'lice." 

•Yinetln'i'  topic  is  one  wliieli  lia.s  rei-ently  been 
much  iHseussed,  viz  :  whettn'rt  liere 

is  a  se;iti(!nt  lerineiple  wliieh  wc  e:ill  soul  distinct 
from,  or  not  inherent  in  matter  iu  any  of  its  forms. 
The  argument  of  tin*  Materialist,  i.s  that  wi*  know 
nothing  of  tin*  siiieposeil  entity  except  in  connec¬ 
tion  witli  the  hody,  and  tliat  there  is  a  functional 
ai'tion  of  some  pari  of  tiie  materieil  orge’nism  eor- 
resp.ending  witli  all  nii'idal  aclivitiies.  Tlie  reply 
is  as  follows : 

“It  is  said  that  there  is  a  molecular  motion  of 
I  111*  bniiii  corri'-ieonding  with  all  mental  action, 
and  timl  witliout  the  brain  tliere  could  be  no 
liioiigtel  So  it  may  Ix*  -aid  licit  w'tliont  aeti(en_oi 
llie  boat'l  or  lungs  tliere  can  In*  no  process  of  the 
mind.  Tin*  mtemontary  suspension  of  tlie  one  or 
tlie  sii-ponsion  of  tlii'olb*'!'  iorleuta  fe  w  moments, 
isthe  extineiiien  of  life.  The*  iiro[)!>-il  ioe  liicre- 
foi'c  i-  notbing  n.ore*  tlian  Gr'it  tbe  -oul  dtees  not 
iiel  in  till*  liiiuian  organi-iu  longer  than  tliere  is 
lib'.  Hut  ailniittiiig  a  speeilie  motion  of  the  brain 
.se/.(  'G'o/e:/;!;/ with  ev(!ry  t  lioiiglii  or  emotion  of  the 
soul,  il  is  (di'ar  tliat  the  former  is  but  tlie  incident 
of  the  latter,  or  in  other  word-  Imt  a  meclianieal 
motion  wrought  upon  tlie  material  stnieture.’' 

Rut  the  most  startling  and  interesting  liypothe- 
sis  is  one  recently  pre.s(,>nteil,  whieh  iissiimiis  tlmt 
till!  unseen  world  is  tin*  obverse  or  (•ninplom(!nt  of 
tilt!  world  of  sensible  matter,  or  tlmt  wliatovor 
energy  is  dissiieated  in  tlie  one  is  by  tin*  same  act 
aecumiihited  in  tlie  other  : 

“  It  i.s  thus  like  tho  negative  plate  in  pliotogra- 
jeliy  wliere  liglit  answers  to  slmdow  and  sliadow 
to  liglit,  or  iiko  an  eqimtion  in  whieh  wlmttiviir 
you  take  from  one'  is  adili'd  to  the  (etli(!r  witli  a 
contrary  sign  wliile  the  relation  of  ((iiantity  i.s  un- 
elmnged.  'j’his  theory  is  snggtwtcd  eliii'lly  as  an 
e.xiilaiiation  of  tin*  vjist  apparent  wasli*  in  tlie  nat¬ 
ural  worhl,  espi'cially  of  liglit  transmitted  by  t!i»! 
sun  ill  a  profusion  inliniti'ly  e.xeeediiig  any  po.ssi- 
ble  use  to  tlie  other  lie.'iveiily  liodies.  It'is  how¬ 
ever  e<nially  appropriate  to  explain  tlie  iiicalcul.a- 
ble  amount  of  liuiiinn  <’nerii>i  which  is  without  cor- 
respomiing  energy  in  the  life." 

5\  e  liavi!  tlius  barely  toiielied  upon  what  is  con¬ 
tained  in  a  mere  fragnie'iit  of  thisleook.  To  follow 
the  wiile  range  of  discussion  in  tlu*  entirety  of  the 
work,  would  exceed  the*  (iroieer  limit  of  a  news- 
pa  jx*!' revi(!w.

In  regard  to  the  miracle  of  walking  upon  tho 
-ea,  it  is  foolishness  to  try  to  explain  how  this 
was  Gone :  for  as  a  .supernal unil  event,  it  is  wholly 
beyond  our  finite  comprehension.  Hut  wo  can 
teach  our  schohirs  that  tliis  miracle  was  the  (l;ish- 
ing  forth  of  the  divinity  of  Christ,  as  in  th«‘  mir¬ 
acle  in  Cina,  the  miracle  of  feeding  the  live  thou- 
s.und.  ;iu<l  later  in  His  resurrection  ;ind  ascension. 
It  was  a  transient  tninsliguration,  as  was  visible 
soon  afierwards  on  the  mountain.  “Tin*  miracle 
is  not  the  violation,  nor  yet  the  suspension,  of 
law;  but  the  incoming  of  a  higher  law,  as  of  a 
spiritual  in  the  midst  of  natural  laws,  and  tlie  mo¬ 
mentary  asserting  for  that  higher  l.iw  of  the  jire- 
domitiance  which  it  wa--  intended  to  h  ive,  and  but 
for  inan’.s  fall  it  would  iilways  have  had,  over  the 
lower."’ 

The  fourth  watch  of  the  night  was  from  three 
to  six  o’clock  in  the  morning.  There  were  four 
watoues,  each  of  three  hours. 

W<;  learn  from  tlie  picture  of  Jesus  in  prayer  on 
the  mountain-toi),  and  the  miracle  which  followed, 
that  if  we  wouhl  «lo  great  things  for  God,  we  must 
first  lay  hold  of  His  omnipotence  by  prayer.  Sure¬ 
ly  if  the  Master  needed  to  pray,  how  do  we  need 
to  be  ceaselessly  praying !  One  secret  of  our  fruit- 
le.ssness  is  the  neglect  of  the  closet  of  prayer:  for 
a  pi'ayerless  Christian  is  utter  wcakm'ss,  unable  to 
do  anything  for  Jesii.s. 

Vekse  48.  There  are  precious  truths  in  these 
two  facts,  “  He  saw  them,”  and  “He  cometh  unto 
them."  The  darkness  ami  the  waves  hid  Him 
from  sight ;  but  they  wen*  not  hidden  ii  sin¬ 
gle  moment  from  llis  .sight.  How  could  He  see 
them  V  As  He  saw  the  secret  thoughts  of  men

ing,'  we  iiave  not  only  < 'niniscicncc.  but  loving 
eompas'ion.  When  !lag;ir  Incl  Icf!  the  'lying  IHi- 
nia'-l  nibier  the  shrub  to  die  (Gen.  xxi.),  God  saw 
the  lad,  and  heard  his  voice.  'When  the  children 
of  Isniel  were  crushed  under  Egyptian  bondage, 
God  spoke  to  Moses,  saying  “  I  Inive  surely  sen 
the  ailliclion  of  ,My  people  which  arc  in  Egypt, 
aud  have  heard  their  cry  by  reason  of  their  task¬ 
master';  for  I  know  llmir  sorrows"’  (Exod.  iii.  7). 
So  when  Hez  'kiah  was  in  iillliction,  God  sent  to 
him  through  Isaiah  this  sweet  me.ssagc,  “I  have 
heard  thy  prayer;  I  have  seen  thy  tears  ’’  (2  Kings 
XX.  5i.  David  in  Psa.  ri',1  says  “  My  sins  are  not 
hid  from  Thee";  and  again  in  Psa.  JS  “  Mj’ groan¬ 
ing  is  not  hid  from  Thee."’  And  on  every  piige  ol 
the  Bible  we  reail  this  truth  of  Omniscient  love, 
mindful  of  the  needs  and  perils  of  His  people. 
All  the  iiromiscs  enfold  this  truth.  “I  am  with 
thee.  1  will  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee.’- 
“He  ihatkcepcth  Di-ael  shall  neither  . slumber  nor 
sleep."  And  .so  to-day  Je.sus  sees  us,  and  knows 
all  our  difllculties  and  trials.  He  may  be  hidden 
from  our  sight,  but  we  are  never  out  of  His  sight. 
He  knows  every  circumstance  id"  our  daily  lives: 
He  Si'cs  every  anxious  thought,  every  burden,  I'v- 
ery  p.iin.  every  tear.  And  when  the  storm  is  se¬ 
vere,  when  the  night  is  dark  and  s  arlcss,  the  be¬ 
liever  has  alw.iys  this  s'.veef  comfoi  t,  Jesus  sees 
nie  tuiiing  in  rowing.  Then  “  lie  roni  th  unto 
them."'  The  Omniscient,  compassionate  (Mirist  is 
near  to  His  disciples  in  th<>  dark  hours,  and  He 
brings  a  sure  deliverance.  The  disciples  thought 
that  they  were  forsaken,  but  Jesus  was  watching 
them  all  the  time.  They  toilcl  with  the  ciars. 
trusting  wh'illy  to  tlieir  own  strength  ami  wisdom. 
The\  iiid  not  know  where  Jesus  w;is,  and  so  could 
uot  go  to  Him.  Hut  Jesus  knew  where  they  were, 
knew  ;!ieir  d;ing<'r,  ami  came  tu  /hrm.  And  notice 
tiiat  He  came  to  them  just  when  their  own 
strengtii  was  exhausted;  for  He  wnild  te;ie!i  them 
the  truth  of  His  Almighty  power  iis  contrasted 
with  their  helplessness.  He  came,  to.i,  when  the 
storm  was  iit  its  height,  when  the  d;irkness  was 
the  densest,  :ind  when  they  wer«'  giving  up  all 
hope.  ■  Man’s  exli<‘mity  is  God"s  opportunity.’" 
So  Jesus  comes  to  us  in  the  darkest  hours,  comes 
to  Us  when  we  cannot  go  to  Him,  comes  over  t  he 
wave.'  of  sorn>w  with  His  blessed,  su-taining. 
cheering  grace.  .Vnd  1  sometimes  think  that  He 
comes  in  the  dark  hours,  with  :i  pi'culiar  richness 
ofcoiiifort  which  is  never  experienced  in  the  sun¬ 
shine  of  prosperity.  AVe  often  wonder  why  dis¬ 
appointments  and  tiials  are  a  part  id' our  earthly 
history,  and  when  the  storm  beats  heavily  upon 
us,  and  the  waves  sweeji  over  our  heads,  we  speak 
of  the  mystery  of  God’s  providence,  and  frii'iuls 
look  upon  us  with  pity.  Hut  the  (lowers  need  the 
'tarkness  of  the  night  as  well  ;is  the  warm  rays  of 
the  -.an.  Ami  believers  need  the  discii>line  :ind 
sorrow,  for  through  these  experiimees  we  know 
the  love  and  power  of  tihrist.  It  is  wlien  all  :ibout 
us  is  dark,  and  our  own  strength  has  f;iiled,  tind 
earthly  friends  ate  helple.ss,  that  Jesus  comes 
w;ilking  upon  the  sea,  i-onies  with  inlinite  glace  to

Mount  Sinai,  March  10, 1  882. 

Uenr  Mr.  Dry:  I  have  just  learned  that  a 
party  who  have  comjileted  their  visit  to  Sinai 
propose  to  start  to-morrow  morning  on  their 
return  to  Suez,  and  I  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  send  you  a  few  words.  It  is 
twelve  days  since  we  left  Cairo,  and  I  have 
never  had  more  of  interest  crowded  into  any 
equal  portion  of  my  life.  It  is  quite  impossi¬ 
ble  to  convey  to  you  any  impression  of  it,  at 
least  by  a  brief  and  hurried  description.  The 
notes  which  I  have  taken  by  the  way  have  been 
very  full,  and  will  furnish  alnindant  materials 
for  whatever  I  may  write  hereafter,  but  they 
must  be  worked  out  with  the  utmost  care. 
One  or  two  things  only  would  I  say  here. 

First  of  all,  dismiss  from  your  mind  forever 
the  idea  that  the  Wilderness  of  Sinai  is  a  mere 
desert,  as  we  commonly  understand  the  word— 
that  is,  a  boundless  plain  of  sand.  In  my  ear¬ 
lier  days,  before  I  had  read  much  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  I  had  a  vague  idea  that  Mount  Sinai  was 
a  solitary  peak,  standing  alone,  the  one  grand 
object  on  a  boundless  horizon,  and  that  the 
desert  rolled  up  to  its  very  base.  Now  deserts 
enough  there  are  in  this  sense,  as  I  have  found 
by  sore  experience  as  I  have  moved  slowly 
across  their  long  and  burning  wastes.  But 
the  Wilderness  ofShiai  is  a  wilderness  of 
^mountains  -  amF  oi^^<’intains  of  the  most 
grand  and  awful  character.  I  think  a  geolo¬ 
gist  would  pronounce  this  Peninsula  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  formations  on  the  globe. 
It  seems  as  if  its  innumerable  granite  peaks 
must  have  been  thrown  up  out  of  a  lake  of 
fire,  as  waves  are  thrown  up  by  the  sea:  that 
in  a  remote  geological  period,  when  the  body 
of  our  planet  was  a  molten  mass,  and  material 
forces  were  acting  with  an  Intensity  and  vio¬ 
lence  of  which  we  have  no  conception,  in  some 
tremendous  convulsion  the  flaming  crests  were 
tossed  against  the  sky  and  then  suddenly  ar¬ 
rested  by  the  Creator’s  hand,  which  held  them 
fixed  In  their  utmost  wildness,  so  to  remain 
forever.  Hence  the  infinite  variety  of  moun¬ 
tain  forms.  There  is  not  one  long  chain,  like 
the  Pyrenees  or  the  Apennines,  of  a  general 
average  height  and  form,  but  innumerable 
peaks,  sharj)  and  pointed,  as  if  piercing  the 
sky,  while  other  summits  arc  broad  and  dome¬ 
like,  as  if  the  very  heavens  might  rest  on  the 
support  of  such  “everlasting  hills.”  And 
these  mountains  are  unlike  those  of  other 
countries  in  being  more  barren  and  desolate. 
I  have  seen  mountains  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
and  have  found  in  almost  every  (iase  that  they 
had  some  feature  of  beauty  mingled  with  their 
ruggedness,  which  took  away  somewhat  of  their 
desolate  character.  However  lofty  their  eleva¬ 
tion,  their  ascent  was  gradual,  extending  over 
many  miles,  whereby  they  sloped  down  gently 
to  the  valleys  below,  and  their  lower  sides  were 
clothed  with  vegetation,  which  relieved  their 
sterner  aspect  and  softened  their  rugged  gran¬ 
deur.  Not  so  here.  The  Mountains  of  Sinai 
rise  up  abruptly  from  the  plain,  looking  more 
like  columns  than  jiyramids,  and  as  their  sub¬ 
stance  is  the  hardest  granite,  which  affords  lit¬ 
tle  support  to  vegetation,  they  have  an  aspect 
of  savage  desolation  whieh  I  do  not  remember 
to  have  seen  in  the  Alps  or  the  Himalayas. 

To  complete  the  i>ieture,  one  more  feature  is 
wanting.  Between  these  awful  mountains,  and 
winding  around  among  them  in  countless  turn¬ 
ings,  are  river  beds,  through  which  in  the  time  of 
rains  and  storms  there  iiour  furious  mountiiin 
torrents,  whieh  us  swiftly  jiass  away  to  the  sea, 
leaving  behind  them  only  the  traces  of  the  ruin 
they  have  made.  These  are  the  Wadys,  of  whieh 
so  much  is  said  in  every  account  of  this  remark¬ 
able  region.  Looking  down  from  any  of  the 
loftier  elevations  (aa  I  did  on  Monday  last  from 
the  toji  of  Serbal,  or  yesterday  from  the  top  of 
Jebel  Musa— the  Mountain  of  Moses— and  of 
that  other  peak  whicli  Dr.  Robinson  thinks  to 
be  the  one  from  wliieh  God  gave  the  law),  one 
sees  at  a  glance  the  configuration  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  There,  sjiread  out  as  on  a  map,  lies  the 
whole  Sinaitic  Peninsula.  Bounding  it  on  the 
east  and  west  are  the  two  arms  of  the  Re’<l  Hea 
— the  Gulf  of  Suez  aud  the  Gulf  of  Akaba.  Be¬ 
yond  the  latter  stretches  the  long  ehiiin  of 
mountains  of  Arabia.  Between  them  lies  tliat 
Peninsula  whieh  has  been  the  scone  of  the 
most  wonderful  events  in  human  history,  iis 
the  chosen  si>ot  where  God  had  direct  inter¬ 
course  with  men.  Here,  in  these  very  Wadys 
through  which  we  have  been  riding  on  our 
camels  these  many  days  past,  journeyed  the 
children  of  Israel  for  forty  years.  .Among  the 
Arabs  the  mountains  still  bear  the  mime  of  the 
Mountains  of  the  Wandering.  At  this  very  mo¬ 
ment  I  am  writing  in  the  Convent  of  St.  Cath¬ 
erine,  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  which  was 
once  covered  with  cloud,  out  of  which  issued 
thunderings  and  lightnings,  and  the  voice  of 
God. 

These  are  the  things  which  fill  the  min<i  of  a 
Christian  traveller  who  comes  to  Sinai,  and 
which  he  wishes  to  study  with  care,  and  to 


THF.  PKEKIIIENT'N  VETO. 

The  first  veto  of  President  Arthur  has  shown  a 
political  sagacity  and  moral  courage  which  wc  iiro 
glad  to  record  and  commend.  He  returned  the 
Anti-Chinese  Bill  to  the  Senate,  with  olqectlons 
against  signing  it  which  show  that  he  can's  more 
for  the  interests  and  honor  of  the  country  thiin 
for  the  expedients  of  party  and  the  clamor  of 
demagogues.  There  is  hardly  a,  quostiou  that  the 
bill  was  introduced  as  a  meaus  of  making  capital 
for  the  Republicans  in  California,  wliere  tlie  par¬ 
ties  are  nearly  evenly  divided,  and  in  tin'  oilier 
Pacific  States.  Tlie  Democrats  tried  to  neutralize 
the  advantage  the  Republicans  miglit  gain  by  its 
passage,  by  supporting  it  witli  more  nnanimify 
and  vigor  than  the  Republicans;  conse(piently  it 
passed  both  Houses  by  a  large  majority.  Yof  the 
President  had  the  courage  to  veto  it,  and  wlien 
asked  if  he  had  not  made  a  political  mistake,  he 
replied  that  ho  had  not  cousiilered  tlie  (lolitical 
bearings  of  the  measure;  he  ha<i  acted  solely  with 
reference  to  the  interests  of  the  c•ountry.  Such  an 
act  of  statesmanship,  in  llie  face  of  the  political 
pressure  brought  to  bear  to  prevent  it,  is  in  tlie 
higliest  degree  creditahle  to  the  President. 

The  grounds  of  the  veto  are  unanswerable.  Tlie 
President  urges  that  the  treaties  mad<‘  with  Cliina 
in  18K0  would  be  violated  by  the  bill.  The  first  of 
these  treaties  contains  the  following  elauso :  ”The 
Government  of  China  agrees  tliat  tlio  Government 
of  the  United  States  may  regulate,  limit,  or  sus¬ 
pend  sucli  coming  or  resilience,  hut  may  not  ali.so- 
lutelj'  prohibit  it.  Tlic  limitation  or  suspension 
shall  be  reasonalde.”  A  suspension  of  immigra¬ 
tion  for  twenty  j'oars,  two-tliirds  of  a  generation, 
is  virtwal  prohibition,  ami  would  bo  so  regarded 
by  the  Chinese  Govenunerit.  And  the  Pn'sident 
shows  by  copious  extracts  from  tlie  protocol  wliich 
preceded  the  treaty,  that  the  Chinese  Commission¬ 
ers  made  a  resolute  stand  against  prohitdtion,  and 
only  agreed  to  the  clause  after  the  assurariee  that 
it  was  de.sired  by  the  United  States  to  limit  tin* 
CIiine.50  population  in  tliis  country  to  a  jtoint  that 
should  not  interfere  with  its  interests  and  order. 
Five,  or  even  ten  3'ears,  would  not  violate  the 
'pirit  of  the  treat}',  and  probably  would  not  tie 
objected  to  by  China  ;  luit  a  twenty  }  eiu's’  exclu¬ 
sion  would  give  tlie  Chinese  Governmcid.  eause  for 
offence.  The  Presiilont  also  objects  very  serious¬ 
ly  to  the  introduction  of  the  passport  systmn  into 
this  country.  Even  European  countries  arc  begin¬ 
ning  to  abandon  it. 

Another  point  of  serious  imporlunco  is  the  de¬ 
sirability  of  cultivating  the  friendliest  commer¬ 
cial  relations  with  China.  The  trade  witli  .Asia  is 
the  most  important  of  recent  commercial  achieve¬ 
ments.  It  is  destined  in  the  near  future  to  reach 
proportions  not  now  calculable.  And  from  its 
thorough  organization,  the  Iiabils  of  its  people, 
its  location  and  products,  Cliiiia  is  destined  to  he 
the  great  market  of  Eastern  .Asia.  The  Pacific 
Slope  of  the  United  States,  fronting  China,  witli  a 
tranquil  sea  between,  has  the  possibilities  of  an 
immense  commercial  development  within  its 
reach,  which  it  would  bo  criminal  folly  to  throw 
away  to  gratify  the  passions  and  ambitions  of  ig¬ 
norant  or  selfish  politicians.  California  needs 
to  bo  saved  from  the  grave  into  which  she  lias 
been  thrown  by  events  and  circmn.stances  which 
are  of  a  temporary  nature.  The  commerce  of 
the  next  half  century  is  a  more  important  fac¬ 
tor  in  the  balancing  of  considerations,  than  which 
party  shall  poll  most  votes  in  an  election,  or  whe¬ 
ther  a  few  Chinamen,  more  or  less,  may  live  here. 

These  points  have  been  repeatedly  made  in  this 
journal.  Tiif,  Evanqelist  has  steadily  niuintain- 
ed  from  the  first  that  the  Chinese  ought  not  to  go, 
and  that  the  danger  from  their  remaining  has 
been  greatly  magnified.  And  we  are  glad  that  the 
Senate  refused  to  pass  the  bill  over  ^Ihe  Presi¬ 
dent’s  admirable  veto.  A  new  bill  has  been  offer¬ 
ed  limiting  tlie  exclusion  to  ten  years.  But  it  is 
doubtful  whether  any  Anti-Chinese  bill  which  tlic 
President  would  approve  can  bo  passed  at  tlic 
present  session.  The  idiicf  argument  against  the 
Cliinose  is  tliat  they  work  .so  cheaply.  But  they 
are  fast  recovering  from  that  mistake.  .4  large 
gang  of  Chinese  laborers  were  recently  engaged 
in  San  Francisco  for  railway  work  in  Oregon  at 
$1.05  a  day,  with  findings  which  actually  carried 
the  price  to  a  dollar  and  a  quarter.  This  is  not 
clicap  for  unskilled  work.  The  reason  the  con¬ 
tractors  prefer  Chinese  to  Irish  and  Italian  laiior- 
ers  is  that  they  are  temperate,  docile,  quiet,  or¬ 
derly,  and  generally  honest,  while  the  latter  drink 
badly,  are  hard  to  manage  and  often  quarrelsome, 
and  are  not  trustworthy.  Chinese  are  employed 
loniestic  soi’vants  because  tlicy  are  less  trou¬ 
blesome  and  more  reliable  and  docile  than  Irish 
domestics.  The  latter  forget  that  they  are  not 
discarded  because  they  want  more  wages,  but  lie- 
cause  they  are  less  desirable.  The  difference  in 
wages  is  being  narrowed  continually  as  tlie  Chi¬ 
nese  learn  .American  ways  and  find  that  tliey  are 
in  demand.  The  question  is  not  one  of  wages, 
but  of  worth.  And  tlie  Irish  and  Italian  and  oth¬ 
er  European  immigrants  find  it  easier  to  throw 
stones  at  the  Chinese  and  moh  them  in  the  streets 
than  to  acquire  tlieir  temperate  and  thrifty  liahits, 
their  docility  and  trustworthiness.  But  breaking 
the  head  of  a  Chinaman  with  a  paving-stone  does 
not  prove  tliat  he  is  an  injury  to  tlie  country  and 
ought  not  to  be  suffered  to  remain  here;  nor  does 
it  prove  tliat  tlie  skull-breaker  is  his  superior  and 
an  ornament  to  society. 

The  strongest  argument  against  the  Chinese 
immigration  Is  tliat  these  people  do  not  come  in 
families,  tmt  singly.  .And  few  women  comeat  all, 
while  many  who  are  brought  here  are  a  disgrace 
to  tlielr  sex.  The  same  was  true  of  the  first  white 
migration  to  California,  For  years  most  of  the 
immigrants  were  men,  and  most  of  the  few  women 
who  migrated  there  were  adventuresses.  The 
same  fact  holds  true  of  other  remote  Territories. 
The  first  English  immigrants  to  Virginia  were 
men,  and  some  of  them  married  Indian  women; 
and  one  of  the  earlie.st  historical  papers  of  the 
colony  contains  a  protest  against  having  more 
wantons,  picked  up  in  tlie  streets  of  London,  and 
taken  out  of  the  jails  and  workhouses,  sent  out  to 
Virginia  to  heeome  the  wives  of  eolotiist.s.  Tlie 
Chinese  immigration  to  this  country  repeats  uid- 
versal  historical  experiimee.  And  doubtless  om 
reason  why  no  more  Chinese  women  of  the  bettci 
class  have  come  to  this  country,  is  liccaiisi*  th<‘v 
are  afraid  to  come.  Tlie  treatment  of  tlieCliinesi 
in  California  lias  deferred  tlie  better  class  of  Clii- 
nanien  from  migrating  to  this  country  witli  their 
families.  It  prevents  a  really  deisiralile  el.a.ss  < 
immigrants  from  coining,  but  does  not  liiiidertl 
importation  of  tlie  worst  el.aw.nes.  And  in  this 
way  the  folly  of  our  demagogues  is  damaging  the 
country.  F.ut  an  immigration  is  not  to  be  judged 


tiy  its  pioneers.  Tliirty  yearsjago  there  was  as 
strong  a  desire  to  g<‘t  rid  of  the  Irish  in  the  East 
as  there  now  is  to  get  rid  of  the  Chinese  in  tlie 
AVest.  Not  only  has  the  quality  of  llie  immigrants 
improved,  so  tliat  no  one  now  seriously  objects  to 
their  coming  here,  but  the  first  immigrants  have 
ehanged— have  ai-quired  better  liabits  and  ideas 
of  living;  wliile  tlieir  children,  educated  in  our 
scliools,  imtnicd  witli  the  sentiment  fif  the  coun¬ 
try,  are  becoming  useful  citizens  and  mcmbc*rs  of 
society.  .A  question  of  sucli  magnitiKli*  as  this  of 
Chinese  immigration,  lias  many  aspects  and  in¬ 
volves  many  interests,  and  can  bi*  wisely  dealt 
with  only  by  studying  it  in  its  largo  relations,  and 
taking  a  range  of  fifty  years  or  so  into  account. 
Tlieri*  is  ofti’iitimes  a  wisdom  in  prudence  not 
found  in  heroic  mea.sures.  Qiii'stions  too  difficult 
for  human  statcsmaiishii)  to  solve  often  settle 
themsolvi'S.  It  is  safer  to  trust  I’rovideiice  in 
matters  of  the  greatest  moment  than  to  follow 
the  leadings  of  ignorant,  s<‘lf-secking  politicians. 

Our  Washington  correspondent  touches  upon 
some  of  the  religious  and  missionary  aspects  of 
tliis  question,  wliich  are  of  the  very  first  impor¬ 
tance.  _ _ 

THE  ENOl.lSII  I..4X1I  .tUK  IN  I.IRERIA  HM.I.KtiK. 


To  the  Editor  of  The  New  York  Evangelist : 

ill  your  issue  of  Nov.  24tli,  1881.  it  is  stated  tliat  “  Dr. 
Blydeu,  tlie  loarned  Pri'sident  of  Liberia  CoPege,  lias 
ordered  the  principal  of  the  preparatory  department  to 
cease  toaeliiiig  the  Englisli  language  to  any  Imt  the 
younger  pnidls,  for  tlie  reason  that  the  English  lan¬ 
guage  tends  to  the  degradation  of  the  Negro,  in  that  it 
teems  with  ideas  and  expressions  utterly  incoiisistont 
with  a  high  self-re.siiecf,”  Ac. 

You  will,  I  am  sure,  be  glad  to  know  that  Dr.  Jtlyden 
has  given  no  such  order,  and  that  the  branches  usually 
taught  ill  similar  institutions  arotauglit  in  the  prejiara- 
tory  department  of  Liberia  College.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting,  held  on  the  5th  nit., 
adopted  the  following  resolution,  which  you  will  confer 
a  favor  on  us  by  publisliing  in  your  paper  as  soon  as 
possible : 

Jtefoli'ed,  By  the  Board  of  Tru.stees  of  Liberia  Col¬ 
lege,  that  the  Secretary  lie  directed  to  publish  a  denial 
of  the  statement  in  circulation  in  foreign  papers  that 
the  President  of  Liberia  College  had  ordered  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  tho  preparatory  department  not  to  feadi  Hie 
English  language  excojit  to  the  younger  pupils. 

King, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Liberia  College, 
Clay-Ashlaiid,  St.  Paul's  River,  near  Monrovia.  Liberia, 
West  Africa,  Feb.  t*.  188'2. 

We  are  glad  to  be  set  rigid  relative  to  tliis  mat¬ 
ter.  We  regarded  the  paragraph  with  some  mis¬ 
givings  wlien  first  copied,  tliougli,  as  will  be  no¬ 
ticed,  it  included  a  specific  intimation  of  change, 
and  also  tlie  ostensilile  reason  foi' it— an  nnusiial 
form  for  a  mere  rumor  to  Like  on.  We  fell  sure 
that  Ihe  policy  if  ac’nally  entered  upon  liy  tlie 
college  was  a  mistaken  as  well  as  a  disloyal  one, 
and  not  likely  to  jirove  permanent.  Liberia  in  all 
its  interests  has  li(>en  fostered  and  closely  identi¬ 
fied  witli  Englisli-speaking  Anu'riea  ;  and  tliesc 
relations  are  likely  to  increase  in  intimacy  and 
importance  in  tlie  near  future.  Tlie  dialects  of 
.Africa  arc  destined  t.o  give  way  before*  tin*  incom¬ 
ing  missionary  and  toai’hcr,  as  already  in  the 
Stnt*‘s  wliicli  border  the  sontliern  coasts  of  the 
eontinent.  So  far  as  .Africa  is  i‘nligliten<*d  it  is 
Protestant,  and  it  is  likely  to  become  more  and 
more  an  Eiiglish-spe.aking  peo()le.  Its  brightest 
outlook,  its  stretclH*d  out  iiands,  are  toward  Eng¬ 
land  and  America;  esjiecially  now  that  slavery  is 
at  ail  end  in  ttiis  country,  and  the  remnants  of  Ihe 
<*ruel  traflie  as  yet  earried  on  by  tlie  .Arabs,  are 
lioiiig  stamped  out  by  Great  Britain.  France  lias 
taken  little  part  in  this  work,  and  the  Catliolic 
Churcli  has  lieen  notoriously  indifferent  to  tlie  so¬ 
cial  eondilion  of  tlie  negro(*s,  w!ietln*r  in  America 
or  Africa.  Now  that  tlie  burden  lias  bci'ii  lifted 
from  tliem,  that,  Cliuroli  would  fain  reap  some  of 
the  lienefits,  but  wc  b(*licv<*  ttius  far  without  much 
succc.-s.  It  is  to  tlie  Christian  id(*as  wliich  in*r- 
vado  the  English  language  and  iic'rvi*  .Anglo-Saxon 
arms,  tliat  tlie  negro  is  indebted  for  liis  advance- 
niont  to  Anioriean  oilizonsliip,  and  Liberia  Col¬ 
lege  would  be  but  flying  in  tlie  fiiei*  of  ber  ; 

terests  in  assigning  a  secondary  place  to  English 
in  her  eurrleuluni,  and  encouraging  tlie  study  of 
Arabic — the  tongue  of  Africa’s  remaining  oppnes- 
sors — Frencli,  German,  or  otiior  languages. 

We  have  in  this  country  more  Ilian  six  niillions 
and  a  half  of  colored  population,  wlio  are  now 
awaking  to  the  advantages  of  education,  and  to 
.some  extent  to  tlie  calls  for  missionary  lidior  In 
their  imlivo  .Africa.  Tliey  speak,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  speak  our  tongue,  and  wc  verily  liclicvc 
tliat  the  evangelization  of  .Africa  is  largely  hound 
up  in  this  slieaf.  and  will  shortly  lie  hastened  in 
ways  not  now  apparent.  AV’e  would  that  Lilim-ia 
College  and  every  instrumentality  for  tin*  up-lift¬ 
ing  of  the  negro  miglit  keeii  in  line  and  n'adiiiess 
to  act  tlieir  part  in  tlio  great  ilay  of  moral  renova¬ 
tion  tliat  is  surely  in  store  for  -Africa. 

THK  niMNOI  III  IIANIIITM. 

Tlu*  sliooting  of  Jesse  James  by  one  of  liis  for¬ 
mer  comrades  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  disposes  of  one 
of  tin*  most  d(*sperato  and  brutal  cliaraeters  our 
oonntry  lias  produced.  He  was  tin*  son  of  a  Bap¬ 
tist  ininistor,  and  seems  to  liave  taken  to  wicked 
courses  from  llie  start.  Wlien  a  mere  iioy,  lie  fig¬ 
ured  with  the  Border  Ruflians,  and  used  to  boast 
tliat  at  tlie  sacking  of  Lawrence  lie  shot  thirty-six 
mi'll.  He  was  one  of  tlie  most  desperate  and  reck¬ 
less  of  Qunntroll’s  hand  of  euttliroats,  and  In  the 
war  found  plenty  of  congenial  occupation.  He  was 
one  of  tlie  tlirec  ruflians  wlio  murdered  a  body  of 
invalid  Union  soldiers  at  Centralia,  Mo.,  wlio  \vei-e 
being  removed  from  St.  Josepli  to  St.  Louis  for 
betti'r  liospital  aeconimodatioris.  Tlie  band  liurn- 
ed  most  of  tlie  town,  and  committed  inliuman  deji- 
redations.  No  pleadings  could  induce  tliein  to 
spare  these  sick  and  wounded  Union  men,  and  tlio 
accounts  published  at  the  time  place  tlie  numlier 
murdered  in  cold  blood  there  at  eiglity.  James 
was  then  under  twcnty-oiic.  and  tlie  life  of  tlie 
gang. 

After  the  war,  James  and  tiis  associates  began 
tlie  business  of  robbery  on  a  grand  scale.  Tliey 
robbed  hou.sos;  they liroko open  stores  and  banks; 
tliey  stoppl'd  mail-coaches,  and  stripped  tlie  pas¬ 
sengers  and  liags ;  tliey  wrecked  trains  and  gath- 
oil  the  booty;  tliey  liavo  boarded  train  after  train 
of  late,  and  robbed  the  passengers,  and  taken  tlic 
money  from  the  express-ear;  they  spread  terror 
through  the  Soutliwcst— for  tliey  had  no  liesitation 
in  firing  a  house,  and  seeing  its  inmates  roast  in 
if,  and  in  shooting  bank-cashiers  in  cold  idood. 
James  carried  his  roliiieries  as  far  north  as  North- 
field,  Minn.,  wliere  ho  killed  the  hank-casliior  for 
refusing  to  open  the  time-lock.  One  of  his  last 
adventures  was  at  Glendale,  seventeen  miles  from 
Kansas  City,  on  the  Cliieagt)  and  .Alton  Railroad, 
wliere  ill*  entered  tin*  train  and  forced  tlie  me.ssen- 
ger  to  give  up  $30, OOP.  Tlie  next  Spring  they 
boarded  a  train  on  the  Rock  Island  and  racilic 
Railroad  at  Cameron,  sliot  tlie  conductor,  robfied 
the  train,  and  escaped  to  rol)  a  Cliieago  train  on 
another  road.  Such  an  organized  body  of  dcsjier- 
adoes,  encouraging  lawlessness  and  violence  and 
robiiery  l>y  their  audacious  eriiiies,  could  not  bi; 
allowed  to  escape  punislimciif .  Gov.  Crittenden 
of  Missouri  off<'red  a  reward  of  $10,000  for  tlic 
body  of  James,  alive  or  dead.  Robert  Ford,  a 
former  iiienibi'r  of  tlie  gang,  liad  a  conference 
with  the  Governor,  and  on  lieing  assured  tiiaf  li 
i-liould  be  I'X'-mpteil  from  luiiiisliment.  tired  tlie 
fatal  shot.  Tlie  result  lias  filleil  tlie  wliole  Soutli- 
west  witli  rejoicing.  Tlie  eonfederates  of  .lame.s 
and  tlie  lawless  men  of  tliat  region  coiideniii  tlie 
Governor,  and  ttireaten  to  taki*  liis  life.  His 
course  has  been  criticised  evi'ii  liy  good  people. 
But  doulitless  lie  aeteit  wisely ;  for  odicers  were 
afraid  to  toucli  James,  who  was  always  heavily 
armed,  lest  his  unknown  a<’eomi)liees  should  liiiteh- 
er  tliem  in  eold  blood.  The  authorities  fi'ared 


that  were  he  incarcerated  in  jail,  liis  gang  might 
tear  it  down,  and  murder  whoever  stood  in  their 
way.  To  try  liim  would  heat  tin*  risk  of  a  hun¬ 
dred  lives.  The  Governor  faced  a  lit'speratc  exi¬ 
gency,  wliich  called  for  a  bolil  act,  and  the  com¬ 
munity  will  sustain  liim.  'riii*  murderer  of  a  liuii- 
dred  otlior  men  lias  fallen  liy  tho  Inillet  fired  liy 
one  of  ills  eompany. 

It  sei'ins  strange  to  read  that  this  desperali' 
and  hloodthirsty  liandit  liad  a  pretty  home  and 
wife,  and  took  real  pleasure  in  surrounding  lier 
with  comforts.  His  mother  was  an  object  of  ids 
special  care,  and  siie  was  vt'ry  fond  of  liim.  So 
sti-angely  compounded  are  liuiiian  beings,  so 
strangely  mixed  is  liuinan  life  I  It  is  with  sor¬ 
row  and  slianie,  however,  tliat  we  read  the  re- 
Iiorts  of  the  funeral  of  this  dead  bandit — of  tin* 
comfort  and  hope  tin*  preaelier  gave  to  tin*  niouni- 
ers,  of  tin*  assuraiiee  that  Christ  was  full  of  for- 
bearaiiee  and  w illiiigiii'ss  to  forgive;  and  former 
associatt's  of  the  dead  iiiiirden'r  of  a  hundred  in- 
noei'iit  men  joined  in  singing  liymns,  wliieh  it  al¬ 
most  seems  a  blasphemy  for  sueli  nn>n  to  utter. 
’I'lie  only  sorrowful  tiling  in  eoiineetioii  with  tin* 
affair  is  tiiat  religion  sliould  he  dragged  down  and 
coiiqironiised  by  sueli  a  service,  'riie  only  com¬ 
fort  in  tin*  ileath  of  sueli  a  man  i.s  the  knowledge 
tliat  he  can  eommit  no  more  robberies  and  mur¬ 
ders.  'riie  career  of  sueli  a  man  is  full  of  terrible 
warnings.  It  ouglit  to  be  impossible  in  lliese  days 
for  a  boy  to  grow  up  to  do  sueti  wickedness.

Mr.  Bonner’s  Lodger.  no’%v  as  of  old,  floats 
many  a  sound  and  sciisilile  article  to  iinarters 
that  would  nev(*r  tie  ri'aehed  but  for  tlie  gay 
fringe  or  .setting  of  romanee  wliieli  iiecoiiijia- 
nies  tliem.

True  ii'stlK'tiei.sin  is  a  prole.sl  against 
niatcrialisiii,  against  tlie  reign  of  fasliioii,  against 
tlio  coarser  iiiiiulgi'iicc'.s  of  the  senses,  against 
nianiiiion-worsliip,  against  worldlim's.s — tliat  is, 
those  forms  of  aniliition  wliieli  liavc  for  tlieir  oli- 
joct  tlio  gratification  of  pride  and  vanity.  Wlien 
tlie  true  a'stliete  calls  iieanty  llie  cliief  end  of 
man,  lie  iiieaiis  liy  lieaiity  more  tlian  its  material 
manifestations:  lie  means  tlio  lioauly  of  trutli  and 
lioliiK'ss.  'riit*  mook-ie.sUu'te,  on  tlio  emitrary. 
trios  to  say  seriously  tliat  sueli  tilings  as  tlio  lint 
of  a  llowor-pi'tal,  tlio  sluqio  of  a  vase,  tin*  cadonoi* 
of  a  perfect  verse,  are  tin*  most  important  matters 
witli  wliieli  men  liave  to  deal.  It  is  liardly  possi¬ 
ble  that  any  one  has  over  really  lielieved  tliis. 
Oscar  Wilde  belongs  to  tliis  latter  clas.'^.  ib*  is 
about  twenty-six  years  old,  and  an  Irisliman  by 
tiirth ;  Ids  fatlier  was  a  distingnislied  oeulist  in 
Dublin  ;  ids  niotli<*r  a  clevor  and  ('ceontric  woman 
of  some  poetic  power.  Mr.  Wildi*  has  attracted 
some  notice  in  London  society,  is  comiiioidy  idf'ii- 
tilied  as  tlie  ’  Biintliorne,'  in  Patience,  and  as  the 
Maudle  satirized  in  tin*  London  Puncli,  and  lias 
publislied  a  volume  of  iioems.  He  cannot  l>e  call¬ 
ed  more  tlian  a  |io('L  of  tin*  second  rate.  He  lias 
facility  of  ilietion,  an  adndraiile  ear  lor  rliytiim, 
aud  a  ratlier  misdirected  reverence,  wliich  lias  led 
1dm  to  say  some  lieautiful  things  aixmt  certain 
men.  Tliis  is  tlie  best  one  can  say  for  1dm.  H<* 
absolutely  lias  not  om*  new  id(*a  from  ticginning 
to  (*nd  of  his  volume.  Tlit*  good  side  of  Mr.  AVildi* 
is.  that  he  protests  against  the  tyranny  of  fashion 
in  dress,  manners,  and  ornament,  'riie  liad  side 
of  him  is,  tliat  lie  iidsrei)r(*s(*nts  and  belillles  a 
movoniont  tliat  is  really  for  good.

Hi*  was  odueated  at  Pennsylvania  I 'niversity  and 
Princeton  Soniinary,  giadnating  from  tho  latter 
institution  in  18I5.  His  first  charge  was  in  Man¬ 
tua  village,  now  a  part  of  AYest  Pliilaileliiliia.  He 
was  siiliseqiienlly  eliosoii  Soeretary  ami  (rein'iai 
■Agent  of  llie  Piiiladelpliia  Tract  Society,  and  still 
later,  for  eiglii  years  was  Principal  of  tin*  High 
School  in  l.aneaster,  Pa.  His  health  improving, 
lie  resnmeil  preaeliing ;  imt  in  1872,  liis  eyesigiit 
failing,  lie  was  oliliged  to  leave*  the  pulpit.  He 
removeil  to  New  A'ork  in  1871.  Tin*  ileeeaseil  was 
an  e.\-eelli*nt  srliolar,  and  widely  esteemed.

I  A  MIN  K  IN  CKSVKKA. 

A  ti'legram  was  reeeivi'il  in  Boston  on  .Monday, 
.April  lOtli,  in  tin*  following  words  :  “('osarea  re¬ 
ports  people  dying ;  famine;  Imlp." 

Some  intimations  of  tliis  growing  calamity  had 
tiefore  reached  us.  Inn  it  is  evidently  more  serious 
and  immiiieiit  than  the  American  puldie  had  bei'ii 
led  to  suppose.  I'orthe  following  particulars  we 
,*  indebted  to  Seerefary  Clark  of  the  American 
Board.  They  will  be  read  willi  paiufnl  interesi; 

In  July  last  Dr.  Farnsworth,  so  well  known  for 
his  untiring  and  suce(*s.'<ful  labors  in  the  relief  of 
thousands  in  Asia  Minor  a  few  years  since,  wrote 
of  the  plague  of  locusts  that  Imd  bei'ii  moving  east 
from  the  Dardanelles  :  “  They  made  their  appoar- 
anee  in  tlie  region  of  tlie  jireseiit  famine  in  the 
early  Sjiring.  Tliey  devonred  everything:  grain, 
iss.  vineyards,  gardens,  and  fiassing  on,  left 
heliind  tliem  a  desert,  it  was  early,  and  tlie  vine¬ 
yards  .soon  hiiddeil  again,  the  gardens  wen*  re¬ 
planted,  the  lli'lils  resown,  and  soon  evi'rythlng 
liromised  a  joyful  harvest.  Then  eaiin*  another 
horde  of  locusts  that  had  come  from  regions  far¬ 
ther  west,  larger  amt  stronger  than  tlie  others. 
'I’hese.  too,  swept  the  vineyards  clean  and  passi'd 
on.  .Again  tho  gardens  were  planted,  and  many 
of  the  fields  sown.  Favorable  weather  brought 
them  forward,  but  llien  tliere  (•ame  swarms  of 
full-grown  winged  locusts,  lighting  licreand  tlicrc, 
wherever  they  paused  destroying  like  devouring 
llames.”  Thus  three  limes  over  were  the  gardens 
planted  and  fields  .sown,  only  to  he  devastated  by 
fresh  swarms  of  loensts. 

.Another  missionary,  Mr.  Bartlett,  writing  in 
November,  alludes  to  the  prosjieet  of  great  suffer- 
g  and  of  famine  at  no  distant  day. 

Th(tt  day  hox  come.  In  a  region  [iroliably  three 
times  as  large  as  tho  State  of  .Massaeluisetts,  em¬ 
bracing  ancient  Cappadocia  and  a  part  of  Plirygia, 
men,  vvonu'n,  and  eliildroii  are  starving.  The  cry 
comes  for  help.  Tlio  people  liave  done  their  b(*st 
to  help  themselves,  and  now  turn  to  us.

THE  LADIES’  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS.” 

A  View  of  the  Whole  Field — What  has  been  done?  and 
what  remains  to  he  done?

.4  view  of  the  whole  Held  as  oecuined  hy  the 
“  Ladie-.'  Hoard  of  ]Mi~sions."  is  a  view  of  the 
world  ;  for  “the  Held  is  the  world."  ami  the  work 
of  the  Ladies'  Hoard  is  scattm-ed  ovei-  this  whoh* 
broad  Held.  And  a  rehearsal  of  what  has  been 
done  would  HU  volumes.  Indeeil  who  could  re¬ 
port  it  ''  Onl.v  the  record-  of  eternity,  as  they 
shall  be  ojiem'd  in  the  j^reat  day  v>f  revcjiling,  will 
show  Us  the  fully-ripcncd  fruits  rf  iht?  last  decade 
of  secd-sowHno.  Our  knowledge  t.f  the  labor 
which  has  been  performeil  is  of  necessit.v  very 
limibvl ;  and  of  what  we  <!o  know,  wi'  have?  titn<> 
for  onl.v  u  iiassino  olanet'. 

The  organization  of  this  Hoard  took  ]dace  in 
NovetiUter,  isTH.  For  man.v  years  before  this 
date,  women  had  bum  interijstod  in  missions — 
som-t'  women  had.  Here  ami  there  one  had  gone 
forth  into  the  darkness  of  heathenism,  but  al- 
mo.st  alvvays  in  the  face  of  strong  remonstrance. 
But  it  iiad  been  the  fcir  who  were  so  mxcfi  inler- 
ejsto(t  as  to  study  the  special  needs  of  missions 
in  relat ion  to  woman's  spt'cial  duty.  Hut  at  last 
soni<!  a  woke  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  work  most 
HuiUible  for  women  ;  that  tiiey  slioubl  hidp  one  an¬ 
other;  that  woman’s  hand  and  heart  must  lift  uji 
the  degraded  women  of  heailnm  lands:  that  in 
many  parts  of  tin*  licld  onl.v  i'//c»/ couhl  ,g<'t  access 
to  them  vifrectivcl.v :  that  teachers  must  Itc  sent, 
and  women  at  home  must  encourage  and  sustain 
those  who  were  willing  to  go.  (iod  had  evid<*ntl.v 
boon  working  ill  the  hi'arts  of  Christian  women: 
for  no  .sooner  was  the  subject  brought  to  the  no¬ 
tice  of  the  Cliurch  than  there  was  a  cordial  re¬ 
sponse  from  man.v  a  loving  hcai-t.  Aiul  almost 
slmultam'ously  in  our  own  Church  were  organized 
“The  Woman’s  Foreign  ilissionary  Society ’’  at 
Philadelphia,  and  “The  Ladii's'  Hoard  of  ilis- 
sloiis  "  of  New  York,  and  shortly  after  ••The  Wo¬ 
man’s  Hoard  of  Missions  of  the  Northwest.'  This 
was  no  new  work,  liut  there  had  been  a  lack  of  tir- 
ganization,  of  system,  and  this  was  onl.v  taking  a 
now  and  advanced  position.  At  once  Anxiliar.v 
Societic-  were  organizeil  in  our  churches,  and 
mi-ssion  bands  formed  ;  and  in  four  months  from 
the  first  organization,  tiie  New  York  Ladies’  Hoard 
reported  fifteen  Auxiliaries,  besides  a  society  in 
most  of  our  churches  in  New  'i Ork  city,  and  had 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  (Jeneral  Hoard  the 
sum  of  S.'iOO  as  the  first  fruits.  Having  already 
taken  under  their  care,  for  supixut.  some  of  the 
ladies  of  the  Pensian  Mission,  of  this  sum 

was  sent  as  their  first  remittance  to  that  field,  and 
the  remainder  to  the  Gaboon  Mission  (81(10  for  the 
Training  Institute  at  the  GaVioon,  and  S.iO  for  the 
missionary  boat  from  Gaboon  to  Corisco).  This 
was  the  small  beginning — the  littb*  seed  which, 
starting  so  vigorously,  already  betokened  the  wepfl 
Ing  liarvest. 

iHicre  were  at  that  time  but  twentv’-six  female 


missionaries  among  the  heathen,  on  the  whole 
field,  connected  with  our  Presbyterian  Hoard  ;  and 
the  ambition  of  the  new  soeieties  was  to  be  able 
to  say  to  our  Secretaries,  “We  will  support  Ihc^^e 
feinnlc  missionaries,  and  the  Hoard  can  ur-c  the 
funds  so  released  for  missionary  imrposc-."  Nor 
did  their  ambition  .stop  there;  the.vsaid  further, 
“We  will  multitd.v  thi.--  number,  and  multiply  it 
again  and  again,  lill  the  heathen  home.--  have  all 
been  reached,  and  the  idol  gods  east  down  before 
the  entrance  of  the  Master  into  those  dwelling*^  of 
darknos.-,  bringing  light  and  joy.”  And  now  how 
far  has  this  pledge  been  fulfilled  ''  What  hasb(>en 
done  t  Let  us  look  at  the  fii'ld  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  ISSl,  glancing  hastil.v  over  the  record  of 
the  intervening  years.  Tin*  second  .vear  closed 
with  73  auxiliaries  an<l  2(1  mission  bands,  having 
under  their  care  l.'I  missionaries  and  14  native 
helpers,  sustaining  40  scholars  and  conti  ibuting 
nearl.v  S10,(K)0.  The  follovvin.g  year  reports  100 
auxiliaries  and  30  bands,  with  812.00U  contributed. 
In  1874  we  added  17  auxiliaries  and  7  bands,  with 
$18,000  contributed.  In  live  years  from  the  time 
of  organization,  we  hail  17o  soeietie.s,  -sO  bands, 
and  5  Pi’esbyterial  societies;  and  with  s20,0()0  in 
the  treasurv',  we  suiiported  27  missionary  ladie.s — 
OIK*  more  than  were  on  the  whole  Foreign  field 
when  vv<*  communeed  our  work.  Six  years  later— 
tlii-  year  of  issi— we  havi*  400  auxiliaries  and 
liand-,  instead  of  the  22  of  eleven  years  ago,  and 
1  •  Pre-byterial  societies.  We  suiiport  .72  niission- 
ar.v  ladie,-  tvvici*  as  manv  a-  were  then  on  the 
whole  field.  Of  the,-e,  21  are  on  the  Homi*  field 
and  31  abroad.  We  support  also  :!3  Hibb*-readers 
and  native  teach<*rs.  We  sustain  70  schools  and 
147  scholarship.-.  The  amount  contributed  the 
last  year  is  over  83',), 000,  and  in  the  eleven  .V(*ars, 
:o  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  sl82.0si'i.32.  So 
we  sec  a  steady  and  healthful  progi'ess  from  y<*ar 
t  V  year. 

While  in  the-e  stati-lic-  1  confine  myself  to  the 
work  of  the  New  York  Ladie-'  I'.oard — wo  know 
that  tlie  oilier  Hoard-  have  increa-ed  in  like  j>ro- 
portion.  and  that  the  recei]ils  ot  the  Genera! 
Hoard  have  not  diminished— it  will  not  la*  out  of 
place  here  to  state  that  the  last  Annual  Keiiort- 
sIkivv  that  the*  aggregate  offering-  for  the  year  of  ihe 
other  Ladies'  Hoards  (the  lTiiladeli>hia,  the  Geci- 
dental,  the  Northwe-t,  the  Synod  of  Albany,  tin* 
Hrookl.vn,  and  the  Southwest,  i  is  81i;3.'.)13.4.s. 

Our  Hoard  ha-  not  onl.v  lengthened  her  cord- 
abroad,  but  ha-  strengthen(*d  her  stakes  at  hone*. 
An  interest,  almost  unthought  of  ten  .vear-  a.go, 
has  arisen  all  over  our  land.  Women  who  had  no 
InUTC-i  in  mission  work  an*  now  anion.g  the  nio-t 
earnest  workers.  Man.v  who  could  find  no  time 
for  reading  nii.-sionar.v  news,  now  watch  eagerlv 
for  evcr.v  item  of  intelligenci*,  having  learned  that 
time  can  e.i.-il.v  be  found  and  given  to  that  vviiidi 
the  iicait  enjoys.  Man.v  of  our  .vonng  jieople  who 
had  thought  tmly  of  s(*lf-gratification.  now  .give 
time  and  thought  to  gathering  material  to  make 
their  mission  bands  a  source  of  instruction  and 
ble-sing  amt  usefulness.  F-veii  in  -omc  ol  our 
IKiiue  Missionary  churches,  in  their  vveakne--  and 
poverty  thc.v  have  felt  that  Ihev  could  not  be  ex- 
clu  led  from  a  part  in  this  great  work,  and  tliey 
too  have  organized  auxiliaiy  .societies  one,  a  lit¬ 
tle  church  whose  vvliide  member-hip  i-  but  twenty- 
one.  ha-  a  societ.v  of  ten  members. 

In  <'.stimating  these  results  at  home,  in  the 
ihaiige  wrought  in  the  hearts  of  C'lirist's  peoide, 
and  the  results  on  the  foreign  field,  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  separate  the  work  of  one  Hoard  from  that

Teachers 
li'ained  in  tliese  schools,  liave  gone  back  to  tlieir 
liomi's,  or  to  distiini  vilhigos.  to  establisli  other 
•schools  as  iii’ir  centres  of  lnnn(*nee.  I’lipils  have 
gone  forth  to  sliovv  the  beanl.v  ami  peace  of  a 
Cliristian  liome,  in  strange  and  blessed  eonlra-t 
with  the  Iiomi*-  of  degradation  and  ernelt.v  all 
around  tliem.  Many  a  soul  rejoices  i  t  the  love  of 
a  Siivimir,  who  then  had  not  so  mneh  as  heard 
that  there  was  any  belter  God  than  their  own 
son.soless  idols.  And  this  wonderful  ehan.gt*  God 
has  brou.ght  .-ibont  hirg(*l,v  throngh  tin*  instrumi'ii- 
talit.v  of  woman's  work  for  woman.  Could  we  vi-it 
om*  field  after  anot  her  to  vvliieh  the  light  has  come, 
through  the  blessing  of  God  on  Ihesi*  gifts  and  la¬ 
bors  of  tbe  Chri-tian  women  of  our  Presbyterian 
Chnreh,  should  we  not  feel  llml  we  Imve  a  grand 
rovviird  for  the  little  (.*fTort  we  havi*  put  forth 
Snrel.v.  onr  Master  returns  to  ns  “good  mi'ii.-nre. 
jiivssed  down  tind  running  over.” 

lint  there  is  another  -ide  to  tliis  pielure.  While 
wo  are  grateful  for  vvlmt  our  Lord  has  jiermilted 
us  to  do  for  Hitn.  wo  eaniiot  dwell  ui>on  the  things 
that  are  behind  ;  we  must  [tress  forvviird  to  tho-e 
that  are  before.  Let  us  look  again  over  the  great 
vvor)d-ib*ld,  and  st*i*  if  oni  vvork  is eomideti'd.  Let 
us  see  if  iin.vthing  remains  f(tr  n-  ti.'  do  before  onr 
pledgi*  1-  redeemed,  that  “all  the  heathen  homos 
shall  be  reached,  all  the  idol-  east  down."  Ah,  as 
vve  look,  vv  sei*  that  all  that  lias  l.ii'en  done  has 
only  made  lii'ie  and  (here  a  .-[tot  of  brightness. 
Diirkne.-s  still  covers  the  land,  and  gross  darkness 
the  [)i*<>[ile.  Sevi*n  hnndrod  millions  ol  human  be¬ 
ings  still  |•emain  who  have  never  heard  of  the 
Wftrd  of  God,  and  if  all  the  mi-siomiries  ot  till  the 
Christian  soeb'ties  in  the  world  eoiild  'oe  eqnall.v 
divided  among  tliem  all,  tlierc*  would  be  but  one 
missionary  to  lialf  ji  million  of  pcojdc.  In  imiii.v 
[larts  of  China  and  Jai>an  I  lien*  is  but  oiieio  4,(llKi,- 
fidO.  In  provinces  in  ■Western  China,  containing 
7,00  t,t)(.li)  of  [teoide,  not  o»i‘  missionary  has  [lenc- 
trated.  Even  in  Inditi,  where  tin*  largest  niimlK*r 
of  societies  an*  working,  and  vvliere  they  luive 
been  working  tin*  longest,  tliere  is  but  one  to  400,- 
000  [leopie.
